Thousands of injured persons 
were brought into Ankara by train 
today from the area of Wednesday's 
shocks. 

Their stories were strikingly alike 
in one respect—they went to bed on 
a freezing winter night with a 
blizzard raging outdoors and were 
awakened with a jolt to find the 
earth rocking and hear the crash 
of roofs and walls and the screams 
of those pinned under them. 

Survivors said that many gave 
thanks after escaping in the fir 
shock, then returned to their homes 
because of the bitter cold only to 
lose their lives when more build- 
ings collapsed in later shocks. Oth- 
ers who escaped from falling build- 
ings took to the fields and were 
frozen to death. 

The first trainload of injured, 
included one General and other 
high ranking officers of the Turk- 
ish army. 

Military planes flew over Er- 
zincan, dropping bundles of food 
and clothing to survivors who hud- 
died half-naked in snow-covered 
fields.

SUSPEND FINLAND'S 
DEBT, SAYS HOOVER 


Ex-President Declares This Is 
Case Where Creditor Should 
Show His Own Decency. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 30 
(AP).—Suspension of Finland's war 
debt payments was urged last night 
by former President Hoover in an 
address at the first large meeting 
in the Northwest for Finnish re- 
lief. 

Hoover, in charge of the Na- 
tional Finnish Relief Fund cam- 
paign, told his audience that “if 
ever there was a case in history 
where a creditor should show his 
own decency by suspending pay- 
ments, our nation should do it now 
for Finland.” 

The former President stressed 
that Finland alone, of 15 debtor na- 
tions, has paid every installment 
and that despite that country’s 
present troubles, it made one of its 
payments to the United States two 
weeks ago. 

“Civilization struck a new low 
with the Communist attack upon 
peaceful Finland,” Hoover assert- 
ed. “It is a sad day to every de- 
cent and righteous man and wom- 
an in the world. Whatever ita ter- 
rible viccisitudes may be, the soul 
of this intrepid race cannot be 
crushed by an oppressor for Fin- 
land—the people of Finland—will 
not die.” ; 
Emphasizing that the fear of in- 
vasion by armies hangs over mil- 
lions of people in the old world, 
Hoover said: “There is the sicken- 
ing fear of fire and destruction to 
innocent people from the air. There 
is the dread fear of hunger and 
famine. There is the fear of pes- 
tilence. And with these four horse- 
men of the Apocalypse now comes 
the fifth, even as dreadful. That 
is the fear of all liberty-loving peo- 
ple of the sweep of fascism, Nazi- 
ism and their blood brother, Com- 
munism, with their armed aggres- 
sion against free men.

FUELS TO BE TESTED 
AT WASHINGTON U 


Engineering School to Co-op- 
erate in Smoke-Riddance 
Drive, 


Tests will be made by the Wash- 
ington University engineering 
school of various types of smokeless 
or semi-smokeless low-volatile fuels 
which might be useful in clearing 
the St. Louis air, it has been an- 
nounced by James L. Ford Jr., 
chairman of the Mayor’s Smoke 
Elimination Committee. 

Factors to be checked, he said, 
will include the extent of freedom 
from smoke of each fuel, the heat- 
ing value, how well the fuel ignites 


and how it maintains fire, adapta- 
bility to various types of heating 
plants and ultimate cost in consid- 
eration of actual heating: value. 


Ford called attention to the fact 


that initial cost per ton of solid 
fuel was not the true measure of 
heating expense. Heating value per 
unit of weight, which varies con- 
siderably with the different types, 
is the actual measure. However, 
Ford conceded that it would be dif- 
ficult to persuade the large num- 
ber of poorer persons, who use the 
cheapest and smokiest soft coal, 
that it might cost them no more 
in the long run if they paid more 
per load for smokeless fuel but 
used fewer loads to obtain the same 
heat. 

Unfortunately, the chairman con- 
tinued, there are comparatively 
few fuels to be checked. Those 
available include ordinary coke, the 
two brands of processed coal now 
on the market here and several 
briquets. Two furnaces in the ex- 
perimental laboratories of the en- 
gineering school will be used in the 
tests. 

A start on the tests may be made 
in about a week, They will be un- 
der supervision of Alexander 8. 
Langsdorf, dean of the school. 

The recent discussions of the old 
smoke problem have centered on 
the need for smokeless fuel, at a 
moderate price, useful in all heat- 
ing equipment, which could be ob-

The average old-age pension pay- 
ment in Missouri in January will 
be $16.50, compared with an aver- 
age of $18.89 in December under a 
12% per cent reduction authorized 
yesterday by the State Social Se- 
curity Commission to take care of 
additions on the rolls which will 
follow lowering of the age limit 
from 70 to 65 years on Monday, 

In a statement issued after its 
meeting here, the commission esti- 
mated net additions to the rolls 
would total 15,400 during 1940 as a 
result of the lower age limit, author- 
ized by voters through approval of 
a State constitutional amendment 
enabling continuance of Federal 
grants, matching State funds. 

John T. Harding of Kansas City, 
new chairman of the commission, 
explained that about 27,000 would 
be added to the rolls in 1940, but 
that death and other causes of re- 
movals would result in the net ad- 
dition of about 15,400. This would 
increase the present total of 78,743 
to 94,143. 

$17,812,248 Left for 1940. 

If no additions were made in 
1940, the commission said, available 
funds would be barely sufficient to 


maintain payments to those already 


receiving pensions. Of the biennial 
appropriation of $35,000,000 in State 
and Federal funds, the commission 
spent $17,197,752 for old-age assist- 
ance this year, leaving a balance of 
$17,812,248 to meet the expanded re- 
quirements in 1940.

sion said, adding that should the 
calculations prove incorrect, adjust- 
ments would be made during the 
course of the coming year. 

State Administrator George I.

Since the commission was estab- 
lished in July, 1987, the statement 
asserted, there had been no politics 
in its activities, either in putting 
persons on the rolls or in selection 
of personnel of the organization.

After the re- 
cent Legislature amended the law, 
giving to the commission express 
authority to grant assistance only 
to those in actual need, the com- 
mission made many re-investiga- 
tions, it stated.

“The commission is conwinced,”

“In so far as there are people 
improperly on the rolls, or in so

On Filling Supreme Court Vacancies. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
SHOULD like to reply to R. Guy 

Kneedler’s suggestion that Presidents 
“forget politics when a Supreme Court 
vacancy occurs and appoint the then pres- 
ident of the American Bar Association.” 
In a letter Dec. 21, he said: Such a prac- 
tice would build up a Supreme Court of 
our greatest American lawyers and the 
judicial interpretation of the law would 
seldom be in doubt.” 

He laments the fact that of the 62 
lawyers who have served the American 
Bar Association as president, only three 
have held Supreme Court seats—and 
none of these, Taft, Sutherland and 
Hughes, was appointed during his bar 
presidency. 

For his proposal, he suggests that ap- 
pointment of the then president of the 
American Bar Association would remove 
the element of politics from appoint- 
ments and would assure a great legal 
authority for every vacancy on the court. 

Against these rather dubious proposi- 
tions, I should like to suggest that Mr. 
Kneedler’s proposal would merely shift 
the politics from those contending for 
the President’s favor to those seeking 
the American Bar Association presidency. 

The proposal would not necessarily as- 
sure the court a great legal mind. 
might happen that the bar association's 
president would not be a Taft or a Suth- 
erland or a Hughes. Mr. Kneedler’s sug- 
gestion would remove from among those 
who might be chosen all those who don't 
happen to be American Bar Association 
presidents. Unfortunately, that body has 
but one president at a time. 

Mr. Kneedler’s idea, in practice, would 
remove the democratic element that now 
comes from a free and unhampered se- 
lection by the President, and if the 
American Bar Association president is 
so outstanding as to deserve appointment, 
there is nothing now barring the Presi- 
dent from appointing him. 

Lawyers and bar associations have oft- 
en been accused of wanting to control

The Multack loan scandal in St. Louis 


not an isolated case, it now develops. Inve 


in which school funds were lent by the County Court 
for a real estate development in a considerably larger 
amount than is allowable under the law. 

The Multacks got a loan of $35,000 on property 
that, after the camouflage was stripped away, was 
found to have cost them only $15,200. Now comes 
the second case to be disclosed, and it is in many 
respects an even more shocking transaction. 

The law provides that the court may not lend more 
than half of what the property is worth. The Mul- 
tack property is obviously not worth anything like 
$70,000. Neither is the requirement met by the prop- 
erty of Mr. and Mrs. Eugene Thumm who, it is shown 
by examination of records, were permitted last Nov. 
6 to borrow $30,000 in county school funds on 68 lots 
in Glendale. 

These 68 lots were among a parcel of 101 for which 
the Thumms paid $22,000 in 1936 and 1937. They 
had sold 33 of the lots for an amount conservatively 
estimated at $14,000, indicated by revenue stamps 
on the deeds. ue ston) remaining investment, 
then, was $8000 or less, plus’ whatever they spent 
on minor improvements on the development. And 
the County Court allows them to get away with a 
loan of $30,000 in public funds on that! 

Whatever the property is worth, it isn’t worth $60,- 
000, as it would have had to be in order to comply 
with the law. It isn’t worth much more than $10,- 
000 for tax assessment purposes, and the County 
Court itself is on record to that effect. Last April. 
the City of Glendale asked the County Board of 
Equalization (of whose membership the County 
Judges are a majority) to increase the valuation on 
the 68 lots to $21,743. The board gave the Thumms a 
hearing and rejected the city’s request. 

What a spectacle this is! As assessors of property, 
the County Judges consider this property worth for 
tax purposes no more than $10,000. But as dispensers 
of the public funds, they consider it worth $60,000. 
Presiding Judge Corneli and his associates, Judges 
Mueller and Rott, have given a classic exhibition of 
irresponsibility in office. 

The State law permitting the lending of school 
funds is sound in conception, but its very purpose 
has been perverted by the two loans exposed thus 
far. The money available for loans is not from cur- 
rent tax funds, but is derived from sale of school 
lands, and from certain fines, forfeitures and pen- 
alties. Lending these surplus funds on the security 
of sound real estate, at half its actual worth, is ob- 
viously a good form of investment. But these two 
loans are based not on actual values, but on promises 
and blueprints. If the developments materialize 
as hoped, the loans will be repaid. But if they fail, 
then the county has only barren tracts to show for 
its investment. 

How are the Multack and Thumm deals to be ex- 
plained? Is the court being careless in its checkup 
on land values? Or is it trying to get away with de- 
liberate disregard of the statute? 

Answers to these questions may soon be forthcom- 
ing, now that Attorney-General McKittrick has an- 
nounced his intention of bringing action against the 
three Judges to recover the money they shoveled out 
in the outrageous Multack deal, and Prosecuting At- 
_torney Wallach has brought three suits to salvage 
whatever can be redeemed from this transaction. 

Two witnesses at a deposition hearing yesterday 
on the Multack matter cast a searchlight on what 
is going on. They were Henry Burton and C. Gray 
Dimmitt, real estate men who sold the tract to 
the Multacks. Our news story says these witnesses 
stated “there had been earlier negotiations with sev- 
eral prospective purchasers, but none had been able 
to raise enough cash to finance a deal.” 

In plain English, this deal couldn’t be floated— 
private investors and presumably mortgage com- 
| panies and banks had turned it down—until the 
County Court generously furnished the wherewithal. 


The tax-paying public does not relish the experi- 
ence of seeing school funds tossed out to speculators

|guarding this money.

the easy political path of least resistance. Instead of 
moving to divorce the deadheads from the old-age 
pension rolls, it has decided to find funds for the 
new applicants it wiil have to admit to the rolls next 
Monday with the reduction in the age limit by mak- 
ing a horizontal slash of 12% per cent in the amount 
of the pensions. 

Because the commission has failed to go after the 
cheaters and the chiselers on the rolls, those aged 
persons in Missouri who are really without other 
resources than their pensions will have their monthly 
allowances cut well below the level of decent living. 

In the face of this patent evasion, the commission 
has the face to say, “There has been no politics in 
the activities of the commission.” Much of the pack- 
ing of the rolls, it is true, was done prior to the time 
the commission took over in 1937. But much of it 
took place afterward. As the Post-Dispatch showed 
yesterday, in the 12 months ending June 30, 1938, 
more than 26,000 persons were added to the pension 
rolls, less than one-fourth of whom had ever received 
aid from any private or public charity before, 

To the attention of the State Social Security Com- 
mission and especially of its new chairman, John T. 
Harding of Kansas City, we should like to call one 
fact. : ; 

The City of St. Louis, according to the best sta- 
tistics available, has 18 per cent of the population 
of Missouri 65 years of age or above. The City of 
St. Louis has 8618 persons drawing old-age pensions. 

This number includes, we may assume, everybody 
in St. Louis who has a rightful claim to a pension. 
The rolls here have been kept comparatively free of 
cheaters and chiselers, but the examination of appli- 
cations is up to the moment. 

Yet—and here is the crux of the pension prob- 
lem in Missouri—if the same proportion of the aged 
were on the rolls throughout the State as have been 
admitted in St. Louis, there would be 30,866 fewer 
persons drawing pensions. Instead of having 78,743 
pensioners, the State would have only 47,877. 

Thefe would then be ample funds to take care of 
the additional persons who will have valid claims to 
pensions when the age of eligibility is lowered, next 
Monday, from 70 to 65 years. 

The only difference between St. Louis and the 
rest of the State is that this city has had examining 
authorities—first the Old Age Board headed by Dr. 
R. Emmet Kane and then strong City Social Se- 
curity Administrators—to resist the political pres- 
sure to pack the rolls with practically all persons 
of eligible age. In many counties, the authorities 
took the view that the pensions were manna from 
heaven, and that they would be saps not to throw 
down the bars to their neighbors. 

The comparison we here make between St. Louis 
and the rest of the State is a deadly one. Obviously, 
the proportion of needy aged in a large city will al- 
ways tend to be greater than that in the more self- 
contained economy of the rural sections. 

This comparison shows beyond dispute that politics 
has entered into the granting of pensions in out-state 
Missouri, and no mere general denial from the com- 
mission will controvert this fact. The remedy of the 
purge is at hand whenever the commission and Gov. 
Stark can summon the political courage to use it.

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CONCERNING THE NEW BUS TERMINAL. 

Demolition of the buildings in the riverfront memo- 
rial area is forcing the bus lines which use the Eads 
Bridge Terminal at Third and Washington.to seek a 
new depot. Besides the East St. Louis city busses, 
lines to Belleville, Collinsville, Columbia, Waterloo, 
Dupo and Chester are affected.

America’s Standard of Living 


New report shows that usual picture of American life is exagger- 
ated, magazine says; income median is $22.50 a week, and nu- 
merous families can't make both ends meet; adequate diet is denied 
many; country is still far from providing essentials for its people.

CCURATE information or® America’s 

much-vaunted standard of living is 

available for the first time in a booklet 
entitled “Consumer Expenditures in the 
United States,” issued by the National Re- 
sources Committee. Here in cold statistics 
we have a picture of what American fam- 
ilies of different income levels spend their 
money for. 

The picture bears little resemblance to 
that usually drawn of the mode of life in 
the richest country in the world. 

We find that the typical American family 
—the statistical median—had an income of 
$1160 in the year 1935-36, when the study 
was made. This was not a median wage, 
but the median family income. In the typi- 
cal family of four, the equivalent of one and 
one-third employed persons was required to 
bring in this amount. 

Median expenditures were a little higher, 
since the average family could not make 
ends meet on $22.50 a week. The typical 
American family spent approximately $1195 
during the year. Of this sum about $459, or 
38 per cent, went for food; $393, or 33 per 
cent, went for housing, household furnish- 
ings, and operation; and $106, or 9 per cent, 
was spent for clothing. Thus 80 per cent of 
the typical American family’s income was 
spent for the bare necessities of food, cloth- 
ing, and shelter. An additional 10 per cent 
went for such essentials as transportation 
and personal care, leaving roughly $120 for 
the family to spend on such “luxuries” as 
medical care, recreation, tobacco, books, mag- 
azines, newspapers, radio, education, gifts, 
taxes and incidentials. 

* * * 

A fair estimate of the cost of adequate 
medical care per family, excluding dentistry 
and mental treatment, is $103 per family. 
The survey shows that the average family 
had just about half this amount available. 
As we pass down the income scale, the 
situation becomes even werse. A third of 
American families and single individuals 
have incomes of less than $780, he average 
for this group being only $471 a year. At 
this level, five dollars out of every six is 
required to provide food, clothing and 
shelter, and only 9 per cent if left over for 
the non-necessities listed above. Food alone 
takes 44 cents out of every dollar. 

Having observed that the largest item of 
expenditure in nearly every instance is food, 
we may fairly ask how adequate a diet these 
families obtained for this expenditure. For 


criterion of a family’s living standard as can 
be found. People do not as a rule spend 
much for comforts and luxuries until their 
basic food requirements are met. 

While no national figures are available, 
we find that only one-foyrth of the families 
surveyed in North Atlantic cities had a 
completely satisfactory diet, allowing a gen- 
erous margin of safety. About 45 per cent 
had a satisfactory diet but no margin of 
safety, while 30 per cent fell short of the 
minimum requirements for health and effi- 
ciency. Forty per cent of the white and 60 
per cent of the Negro families of the South 
were unable to spend enough on food to 
obtain an “adequate diet.” 

Another good criterion for judging living 
standards is the amount which a family is 


able to lay aside for a rainy day. It is here | 


that we meet what is probably the most 
shocking disclosure of the study: far from 
being able to save a moderate amount, the 
two-thirds of America’s families with in- 
comes of less than $1500 were, by and large, 
unable to live within their income. | 

= « * 

Families with incomes of less than 3500 
spent an average of $162, or almost 50 per 
cent, more than their earnings. Families in 
the median range spent about 3 per cent 
more than they earned. 

It is not to be supposed that every one 
of the 19,000,000 families with incomes of 
less than $1500 incurred a deficit for the 
year. Actually, many of them managed to 
live within their incomes. But those who dug 
into their savings or went into debt outnum- 
bered those who could make ends meet. 

Once a family is able to obtain the basic 
necessities and certain minor comforts and 
luxuries, the amount set aside in savings 
rises very rapidly. We find, for example, 
that families with incomes of between $4000 
and $5000 often save 21 per cent of their 
earnings, while families in the bracket of 
$20,000 and up set aside half or more of their 
incomes. The latter are able to do this while 
spending five times as much for food and 
20 times as much for clothing as the median 
family. Families in the upper bracket also 
spend 16 times as much for medical care and 
36 times as much foi recreation as the typi- 
cal family unit. 

Other facts could be cited to fill in this 
picture—- facts regarding housing and inade- 
quate educational and recreational facilities 
—but enough have been given to illustrate 
how far the United States is from providing

HOPKINS URGES 
PRICE 
BOOST BUSINESS 


Says Prosperity Would Re- 5 


sult From Reductions in 
Electric Power and Home 
Costs. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (AP).— 
Harry L. Hopkins, in his first an- 
nual report as Secretary of Com- 


build tremendous prosperity by ex- 
tending its mass-production tech- 
nique toward lowering the prices of 
power, homes and other essentials. 


Hopkins made his report, written 
from the sickbed that has confined 
him for months, a virtual economic 
textbook of the New Deal. 

His main thesis was that the old 
prejudice against Government tin- 
kering with economics permitted 
business to drag itself to the brink 
of collapse in 1933, that since then 
New Deal spending and reform 
had revived business and that the 
1937 recession was caused by mis- 
use rather than use of the spend- 
ing device. Hopkins, a close friend 
of President Roosevelt, followed 
this up with the declaration that 
“we have only begun to fulfill the 
unlimited promise of America.” 

Calls for Co-operation. 

If only business, labor and the 
Government would work together 
to make things cheaper and more 
efficient, he said, fulfillment is 
ahead. Labor, he explained, should 
strive for better annual wages and 
permit reasonable hourly rates to 
facilitate efficient production. 

Hopkins asserted that electric 
rate reductions under the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority had proved 
his theory by causing an 88 per 
cent increase in the use of elec- 
tricity in the valley within a few 
years. Most of the 25,000,000 Amer- 
ican families with income of less 
than $2000 a year, he added, might 
buy homes if someone would build 
them to sell for $2500 instead of 
$4000 and up. : 

“To look at the problem from 
the point of view of prices,” he 
wrote, “rather than income, a vast 
potential market awaits further 
progress in the application of mass 
production techniques. 

“If it were feasible to reduce 
electric rates through the nation 
to the levels now prevailing in the 
Tennessee Valley region, the de- 
mand for electficity would so ex- 
pan as to require an investment, in 
generating and transmission facili- 
ties, in wiring and appliances, of 
billions of dollars. 

Field for Billions. 

“Thus in these two fields (pow- 
er and housing) alone we have a 
foreseeable investment frontier of 
tremendous dimensions awaiting 
the successful adaptation of mod- 
ern technology to supply present 
needs, Additional billions of invest- 
ment would be required by the in- 
dustries which serve those directly 
involved. The release, of potential 
consumption through lowering of 
costs and prices can open the flood- 
gates of investment.” 

Tracing New Deal spending, 
Hopkins said recovery since 1933 
had proven its wisdom. He laid the 
1937 recession partly on payment of 
the soldiers bonus in 1936. The bo- 
nus money, he argued, caused too 
big a bulge in spending and the 
next year there was an economic 
let-down.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.— A hear- 
ing March 4 on a proposed increase 
in the price of natural gas sold to 
the Laclede Gas Light Co. of St.

HAWES SAYS JAPAN'S WAR 
IS THREAT TO PHILIPPINES 


The Greater Their Prosperity, the 
Bigger the Inducement to 
Acquisition, He States. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (AP).— 
Former Senator Harry B. Hawes 
of Missouri said in a speech last 
night that Japan’s war in China 
created “grave concern for the fu- 

ture of the Philippines.” 

Hawes described the Philippines 
as “the Far Eastern headquarters 
of democracy” and “the spearhead 


of Christianity in the Orient.” Now | 


Counsellor to the Philippine Gov- 
ernment, Hawes was the principal 
speaker at a program by Washing- 
ton Filipinos observing the forty- 
third anniversary of the execution 
by a Spanish firing squad of Dr. 
Jose Rizal, Filipino patriot, in Ma- 
nila. 

Hawes depicted a world in which 
small democracies suffered at the 
hands of dictator nations.

LAGS, BANKS REPORT 


About One- Fourth of Credit 
Available Used in State, 
A B A Asserts. 


Business concerns in Missouri 
are using only about one-fourth of 
the credit lines already made avail- 
able to them by commercial banks 
in the State, it is indicated in a 
report by the American Bankers’ 
Association of results of its State- 
wide loan survey. In sending copies 
of the report to local banks, the as- 
sociation asserts the results refute 
an impression in some quarters 
that banks are not making enough 
loans, 

The report says that 29 banks 
in large industrial cities, where 
banks generally maintain open 
lines of credit available at all 
times to regular business borrow- 
ers, stated that on June 30 their 
lines of credit totaled $220,446,260, 
but that business borrowers were 
using only $53,109,450, or 24 per 
cent. : 

It is indicated also, the report 
continues, that the 631 commercial 
banks in Missouri, in the first six 
months this year, made about 260,- 
000 new loans aggregating $275,000,- 
000 to business firms and individ- 
uals and renewed 230,000 loans to- 
taling $250,000,000. 

These figures, it is explained, are 
based on answers by 216 banks 
to loan questionnaires and make 
allowance for concentration of 
lending activity in the metropoli- 
tan areas of St. Louis and Kansas 
City. 

The 216 reporting banks made 
127,469 new loans totaling $200,411,- 
904 and renewed 104,122 outstand- 
ing loans totaling $197,606,205. In 
addition, they reported 3105 new 
real estate mortgage loans aggre- 
gating $10,073,703. . 

The average number of new 
loans per bank was 590, and the 
average loan was $1572. Renewals 
averaged $1898, with an average 
number of 482 by each bank. |

Pros and Cons of Forward Pass Defense and Pass 
Tossing Given an Airing — Matty Bell Declares 
That There Is No Perfect Defense for Play. 


LOS ANGELES, Dec. 30 (AP).—News and views of the National 
Collegiate and American Football Coaches Association meetings: 


Madison “Matty” Bell, whose 
Southern Methodist football team 
throws passes with the abandon 
ef a Hollywood press agent scat- 
tering adjectives, contends there is 
no “perfect defense” against aerial 
gridiron gunnery. That’s .why he 
makes such frequent use of this 
weapon which many coaches fall 
back on only as a secondary or des- 
peration resort. 

Strange therefore, that Bell of 
all persons was asked to address 
assembled coaching colleagues on 
the subject: “Developments on 
pass defense.” Perhaps his side- 
line cousins were after a formula 
to stop his favorite type of yard- 
gaining tactics. 

Neatly he avoided such a trap 
with these generalities: 

“You see a great many perfect 
offensive plays, which go for touch- 
downs. There is just so much you 
can do with pass defense and no 
more. As far as I know there is 
no perfect pass defense. Coaches 
I have talked to express more 
anxiety over stopping passes than 
any other phase of defensive foot- 
ball. The best one can hope to do 
is to cut down the average com- 
pleted against you. 

Wolf Has His Say. 

It is generally accepted there are 
more passes thrown in the South- 
west than any other section. Who 
started the business? Bell gives 
that credit to his predecessors, Ray 
Morrison, now at Vanderbilt. 

On the other side of the fence, 
Coach Ray “Bear” Wolf of the 
University of North Carolina, dis- 
cussed developments of pass of- 
fense. He noted a change in this 
department in that coaches ap- 
peared to be getting away from the 
“spot pass,” in favor of passes de- 
signed to cope with the numerous 
shifting defenses in use. The spot 
pass is built on the theory of hav- 
ing a receiver at a given point at 
a given time. 

Wolf, unusually successful with 
passes, disclosed that his 1939 team 
and many others had three or four 
different pass plays to throw at 
every especial defense. Incident- 
ally, it is understood North Caro- 
lina officials intend to tear up

BATA MAY STOP WORK 
ON NEW SHOE PLANT 


No Use of Putting Up Factory 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 30 (AP). 
—A former chairman of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board—now 
a Federal Judge—handed down a 
decision yesterday that so called 
company unions are entitled to the 
same recognition as AFL or CIO or- 
ganizations—providing the “inde- 
pendent” organizations are not 
company influenced. 

Judge Francis Biddle wrote the 
decision for the Third United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals. He based 
it on a like opinion of the Second 
Circuit Court of Appeals in New 
York. 

Judge John Biggs Jr. and Albert 
B. Maris concurred in the opinion, 4 
which voided a National Labor Re- 
lations Board order to the Swank 
Products Co. of Attleboro, Mass., 
that it disband the “Swank Prod- 
ucts’ Employes’ Association.” 

The Court’s decision said that 
the fact the association is an in- 
side union does not make it illegal. 
The Swank company, the Court 
said evidence showed, took only a 
passive interest in its employes’ 
organization and never discrim- 
inated against labor unions or 
showed hostility toward them, 
The National Labor Relations 
Board had upheld the Internation- 
al Jewelry Workers’ Union (AF'L) 
complaint that the Swank organ- 
ization was “company dominated.” 

Judge Biddle said in his opin- 
ion: 

“The act (Wagner abe Law) 
does not purport to prohibit plant, 
or so-called ‘company’ unions, en- 
cept where they are linked with 
the employer. That relationship

the sixth floor. A salesman, Har- 
vey Hammett, who went to Gro- 
gan’s aid, was also killed. 

Paroled to Joseph A. Bauer. 

Sproul, who is 34, and three ac- 
complices received life sentences, 
largely on the testimony of anoth- 
er robber who turned State’s evi- 
dence. Indictments charging them 
with the murder of Hammett were

It 
was especially urged by State Sena- 
tors Joseph H. Brogan of St. Louis, 
C. S. Nelson of Freeman, Jess D. 
Sexton of Lawson and former State 
Senator John R. Shea of St. Louis. 

“Excellent” Prison Record. 

Prison officials described Sproul's 
record at the penitentiary as “excel- 
lent.” He was assigned to duty as 
a chauffeur several years ago and 
has been driving for Paul V. Renz, 


a member of the State penal board 


and prison farm commissioner. 
Sproule’s three companions es- 
caped from the penitentiary. Med- 
ford Wood ran away in December, 
1933, from the prison farm and has 
not been apprehended. Frank Bird 
escaped from the farm in January, 
1937, and James Widmer got away 
the next month when serving as a 
prison chauffeur. They were subse- 


quently captured and are now serv-/|- - > 


ing Federal prison sentences for 
crimes committed at Cleveland, O., 
after their escape from the Mis- 
souri penitentiary.

REPORTED IN EAST ST. LOUIS 


Survey on Need of Federal Project 
for Hot Lunches Discloses Half 
Are Whites, Half Are Negroes. 

A committee which investigated 
the need of a Federal project in 
East St. Louis for hot lunches for 
underprivileged pupils of public 
grade schools reported yesterday to 
the East St. Louis Board of Educa- 
tion that it has determined there 
are 2721 undernourished children 
of the approximate 8000 attending 
elementary grades. 

Of the undernourished and under- 
privileged, the report said, 1387 are 
white pupils and 1334 Negroes. The 
32 grade schools have no cafete- 
Trias. The committee members, 
headed by Mre. E. A. Bloomquist, 
president of the East St. Louis P. T. 
A., pointed out that because of 
crowded conditions they thought it 
would be difficult in many cases to 
find room for lunch-serving facili- 
ties. 

The board announced an applica- 
tion for the project would be drawn 
next month, seeking food from the 
Surplus Commodities Corporation 
and labor from the WPA.

If Ruling on Alien Instruc- 
tors Stands, He Says. 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 30 (AP)— 
Jan Bat'a, a shoe manufacturer, 
said last night he would stop build- 
ing a $10,000,000 factory at Bel- 
camp, Md., if immigration authori- 
ties held to their ruling that 62 of 
his Czecho-Slovakian skilled work- 
ers cannot remain in the country 
to train new employes. 

“There is no use in putting up 
factory if we are not to be per- 
mitted to teach people how to work 
in it,” he asserted. 

James L. Houghteling, Commis- 
sioner of Immigration and Natural- 
ization, announced Thursday that 
only 10 of 72 skilled Czech workers 
would be permitted to remain for 
the rest of the year originally al- 
loted them. 

Bat’a said 600 Americans were 
now employed at the Belcamp 
plant, and original plans called for 
ultimate employment of 20,000. 

“The authorities told us we could 
bring in 100 Czechs for a period 
of one year. We brought in 72. 
. If anyone had wished to stop 
us, for any reason at all, the time 
to do so was then, before we had 
started building,” Bat’a said. 

“But with this permit of the 
American Government—we consid- 
ered it a pledge — we went ahead 
and started to build. We have spent 
a considerable amount of money 
here. We do not want it wasted. 
We hope the American Gov- 
ernment does not really intend to 
break faith with us.” 

Robert L. Archer, company at- 
torney, said a modification of the 
immigration order would be sought.

It seems to depend upon the kind of 
woman a girl is working for, what kind of consideration she 
gets. Some realize she needs her rest periods and certain 
working hours and certain times off; others feel if she is under 
their roof she can be worked endlessly. 

As to the vacation, if the employer expects a girl to return 
to her after the employer’s vacation, she often gives the girl a 
vacation, too, and half pay. But this also is optional, Of course, 
if this is not done, the girl can always seek work elsewhere, and 
not feel under obligation to wait around for her employer’s 
return, when she can’t afford to do so.
